C ypress Hill is like nothing you've ever heard 
before... The music is everything yoiFever wanted to 
hear in hip-hop, yet somehow more! They’re 
gangsters, that fact is indisputable, but thier style of 
violence is deeper, darker and more formidable than 
anything the likes of NWA could ever act out. 
Cypress Hill are Sen Dog (Mastermind maniac ghetto 
menace J, E-Real (livin' like a nigga whose done lost his mind), 
and 7A3'$ DJ Muggs-on the production tip, along with Joe “ the 
Butcher" Nicolo (who has also been involved with Schooiy D, 
Tim Dog, Boo Yaa Tribe and Jazzy Jeff and the Fresh Prince). 
B-Real's style of rapping is a new experience in hip-hop. On 
first listen ensure your naked, so you dont mess your pants... 

"Got the beta base and the nasal highs , as / kick a chumpie 
coming straight from the sinus \ Crazy nasal funk, best describes 
it, but hearing it proves it. Coming from south central L.A., it's not 
surprising that thier subject matter reflects the realities of thier 
neighbourhood, furthering it's reputation as “Hell upon Earth". 
Cypress favour hyperactive hom riffs, over deep, deep bass 
sounds, all interspered with alleyway murmurs, drug sessions, 
police radios, power drills. The Hll do everthing under the guide 
of the spliff, so do as they suggest and“Take # a trip to Hootiville" 
Their song titles tell their story. The story of how they're are 
the most "dont fuck with us J gangsters around in How 1 could 
just kill a man', "Here is something you just can 7 1 understand, 
how / just kill a man”; 'Hole in the head', "I'm not a role model, 
more like a psyco” ; 'Hand on the pump', “Sawn off shotgun, 
hand on the pump , blasting on a 40, puffin on a blunt ". 


The story of how they worship the effects of the high in 'Light 
Another';'Stoned is die way of the walk' and 'Something for the 
blunted'...and the story of their fonkay, fonkay carefree style in'The 
phunky feel one', ‘The funky Cypress Hill shit' and 'Bom to get 
busy'. ‘ ‘Let us start to freak you and you ’ ll start to feel alright” , and 
the story of the crews latin contingent in 'Latin Lingo' and 'Ties 
Equis’, which is Spanish for triple X (needI say more?). 

If the titles effectively sum up their story, then to quote them 
will justify my awe to some degree, but to here them is the 
ultimate experience. And to really reap the most out of their 
musical trip, it would be wise to put yourself in the state they 
undoubtedly w^ere in when creating this masterpiece. So light 
another and feel the effects of the high! The first track Tigs', 
mimics the 3 Utile pigs nursery rhyme, but in a South Central 
flavour (to create a nursery rhime). "This pig harrased the whole 
neighbourhood, this pig works at the station, this pig killed my 
homeboy so that fucking pig went on a vacation”. Cypress sample 
Parlimeni superbly on Tsyeobeiabuckdowri, which is definately 
nothing to run from, 'Latin Lingo' has a similar style to MeEow 
Man Ace's (Sen's brother), Menfirosa, in the sense that it's half 
English and half Spanish or Spanglish...’ ’Funky Bilingual”. 

I’ve warned you about the unconventional nature of this 
crow, so don't be expecting no radio designed weakness, they be 
"Striking ya, hitting ya, bucking ya, fucking ya, like my Buddah 
plant boy Fm going to keep plucking ya, picking yd, then fm 
going to roll ya up and light ya! Despite ya!

rom the heart of Mefewme, rapper Pluto 
and production partner Blackout, make up 
one of Australia's finest Hip-Hop acts. 
Like many other hip-hop acts in this 
couitry, Code of Ethics are not yet signed to a record 
fabeMnit if their demo "Heart of the city"is»ytliiiigtogo 
fty, we can expect to see a lot more of them in the futire. 

Youve been together as friends for some time , when and 
where did you collaborate and form Code of Ethics? 

Pluto : We became friends in high school, through a radio 
show on 3RRR called "Beats per Minute ", it was wicked! We 
bugged out, until Blackout got himself a keyboard thing. 

Blackout ; We started making funky drum machine beats. 

Pluto- Yeah! We made this song that was really waek. 

Blackout: No-one’s ever going to hear it! 

Pluto : That s when we decided to keep the production side 
to Blackout, it was never meant to be just me the rapper and 
Blackout the producer, it just soughta turned out that way. 

I prefer rapping and writing lyrics and can’t be stuffed looking 
for breakbeats. Eventually we made our first demo, got 
introduced to a few of the guys in the radio scene, went into 
3RRR busted it live and dropped our demo, it went down, we 
made a few friends, a few more demos and here \ye aro 

What are you're major musical influences? 

Pbm : Wefl musically its more Blackouts side, because he does aU 
of the production. Rap wise I could go back and say "Ice-Tf'Public 
Enetny’j'Tribe Called Quest"fDeLa Soul"fMain Source ", "Black 
Sheep", "KRS-one"... ft depends on wha! mood Fm in, if I start heavy 
listening to southing than it influence me 


Blackout : From a production point of view, there is "The 
Principle" (ex Cavemanl he’s my favourite producer. I like "3rd 
Bass 11 production. If you say anything you listen to can be called an 
influence, then you know. I've been listening to " Brand New 
Heavies", other than hip-hop all soughts of music, the stuff I sample 
from ! I listen to that all the time, so T guess that’s a big influence. 

After a couple of years and a few demos behind you, do 
you fee l as though you've developed your own unique sound? 

Blackout : It's startin to break through a little bit. 

Pluto : We are just soughta experimenting, we've got so 
many different sounds, all 7 or 8 demos that we’ve done are 
completely different. One will be really mellow, the next 
hardcore, sometimes well make a really weird track and then a 
really normal track. 

Blackout : We like to just throw in surprises for people. 

Pluto : More than anything we just start on something and just 
roll along, then before you know it something's just going down. 

Blackout : It starts taking it’s own momentum. 

Pluto : It just works out that way, it’s not like we set out to 
make a dancey track, it’s more like we find a break we like and 
find things that go with it. 

Blackout : It builds up from there. 

Pluto : Rap wise, I try and bring out original lyrics. Lyrics

that might be funny in one track and serious the next. I try to 
create a mood, an atmosphere of excitement, worry or fear, it 
depends what type of song and what goes with the music, I 
always try to make sure my lyrics fit in perfectly with the 
production, we don't want to simply be laying words over 
beats, it's got to have more style and skill to it 

Blackout : Yeah! From a music point of view I like simple 
sounds, 1 don't like layers of samples that just sound like a mess, 
and you know there samples. T like to mix alot of stuff together 
as much as anyone, I have respect for complexity, I want it to 
sound like its from the same break, even when it isn't, People 
might listen and say "Oh! He's got that all from one spot" but 
that's just the sound I'm going for. 

What exactly do you like to rap about and is there a 
message in your lyrics? 

Pluto : Sex! and getting your own. I can waffle on about 
positivity an all that, but every decent modem rapper does 
something like that I'm not out on a mission to preach god or 
preach anything for any cause, I just like rapping about what's 
on my mind and that can be influenced by the break. Some of 
my raps will just be buggin out, like "Hot Knobs" that's a real 
buggin out! track," Heart of the city ", thafs about the city of 
Melbourne, for the purpose of putting Melbourne on the map. 
Where as other tracks have the purpose to just bug out! and 
sound fresh. One of our first tracks "Bills ballad", was about 
laying down the laws of what we were about saying we are 
here, this is what we are on about, it’s also about being yourself 
and doing what you want to do, gaining greater heights, 
pushing yourself to the limit and being the best Anything 1 fed 
strongly about w ill come out in the future. 

Blackout : Often the breaks I select, propel Pluto to a topic, 
like with "Unknown planed' I had some music that I wanted to 
use and Pluto started doing space rhyme's. 

Pluto : That turned into a little story. As we grow, we 
experience and leam more about ourselves and the world, we 
will expand on our lyrics and sound so it appeals to a wider 
audience and hopefully do some good. 

Do you think it's important to have an image, and what 
image do you portray? 

Blackout: We haven't really been faced with it yet, we ve got a 
photo shoot coming up, that's when we will start thinking about it. 


Pluto : There's no real image as such, were not out to wear 
classic Writer / Bomber clothes or Gucci and Gold Chains, we 
just wear what we want to wear, basic street clothes, it doesn't 
really phase us. We are a relaxed group, we just do what we want. 

Blackout : Melbourne is a kind of laid back city so we tend 
to be laid back ourselves. 

Pluto : Down here there is more competition to make 
better demos. 

Blackout: It keeps everyone going. 

Pluto: When someone brings out a dope demo then everyone 
is forced underneath to by harder to bring out something better 
and because everyone is giving each other encouragement, 
everyone's coming out with better and better stuff. 

Unfortunately , Australian hip-hop has very ^tle support r 
what sort of hardships have you been faced with? 

Pluto : It's easy for us to sit in a bedroom and make demos 
and have people like the music, the hard part is getting out there 
and doing the business, the real work! Getting off your arse and 
getting into the studio, getting your tracks on wax, that’s the 
hardest part because nobodics going to do it for you. 

Blackout : There are not many people helping Australian 
hip-hop, there are no organisations and in some ways we T ve got 
a harder job ahead of us than the average rock band. 

What are you currently working on? 

Blackout : Were working on some stuff at the moment "P- 
Jams" having a special radio show in a few weeks from now, 
which is going to be 2 hours of full on Australian hip-hop, so 
were going to be doi’n something live in there, remixing some 
tracks. Pluto will be working on some new rhymes and at the 
moment we are working on a new song that we’ve been going 
with for a while, I’ve run out of sampling time already, so I need 
some more equipment. 

Pluto ; Lyrically I haven’t been inspired, I've gotta get 
working on more stuff. We are working on our live 
performance, We want some tracks that work better with the 
audience. Choruses where you can have everyone chanting 
along, that works really well. It s what Australian hip-hop needs, 
we have to get the crowds into it. 

Wei! you guys seem to be growing stronger demo by demo , 
what does the future hold ? Contin ued over page 

































Pluto : Were going to uni 3 We want to pump out about another 2-3 demos and start to 
really organise the year. It's really important to plan out what you want lo do every year 
ahead and to set a goal, a goal for some groups down here is to pump out a demo and get a 
live going. For us this year it s going to be more of the business side of things, getting 
record companies to listen, to reach a wider audience both in Australia and overseas. We 
also want to expand the group. The Code is not going to be Pluto and Blackout forever, it's 
going to be bigger and better in the future, hopefully we will have another rapper another 
Dj production managers etc. 

Blackout : If s good for us to have some good solid objectives and we are definitely 
looking to expand in the future. Hopefully in the future things will go our way...
